tail, would resemble the original in 
general appearance, and tend to de- 
ceive the purchaser, unless examined 
closely. These attempts to deceive 
the public have always received the 
emphatic condemnation of the courts, 
and justly so, and to this may doubt- 
less be attributed much of the con- 
fidence entertaired by the public in 
the utility and value of trade-marks. 


It has been the universal belief that 
a package on which appeared a par- 
ticular trade-mark was a guarantee 
that the contents were what they pur- 
ported to be, similar in every respect 
to goods which had theretofore been 
sold under the same mark. It was not 
taken for granted that the article was 
from exactly the same source, but 
that it was identical in quality, and 
in fact in every essential—if a drug, 
in therapeutical effect; if an oil, in 
lubricity or safety ; if a dye, in strength 
of color—and though the origin of the 
article may not have been exactly the 
same, it was believed that all the guar- 
antees of the trademark were fulfilled 
when the article was equal in valueto 
the purchaser. This, we believe, has 
been the universal acceptation and in 
terpretation of what the trademark 
implied or assured, and under this in- 
terpretution of the obligations of the 
manufacturer to the purchaser or con- 
sumer business has been conducted 
and goods sold under trademarks 
with the utmost confidence. It 
would appear, however, from a re- 
cent decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals of the State of New York, that this 
confidence Was mieplaced, and that, 
under the strict interpretation of the 
law governing the use of trade marks, 
much more was required. It appears 
from this decision, a very full account 
of whichis printed on another page of 
this issue of the Reporter, that it is 
not enough that the goods shall be 
the same in appearance, quality and 
value—they must be identical, i.e, 
exactly from the same source. In 
this decis on it is contended that the 
goods were not identical because not 
taken from the same vein or mine, 
although it was not claimed that the 
other veins or mines did not produce 
ores of exactly the same quality. If, 
then, the ores had all been taken 
from the original mine opened, but 
on deeper digging the ore had been 
found inferior,theowners of the trade 
mark would have been sustained, 
but to get as good orbetter ore froma 
contiguous mine was deceptive and 
forfeited the right to the exclusive 
use of the trade-mark originally 
adopted. This, according to the 
Court of Appeals, is sound law in 
this State. 

Under this decision trade marks for 
very many purposes will hereafter be 
worse than useless. Under the popu- 
lar movement toward consolidation 
of manufacturing interests the agso- 


It has popularly been supposed 
that a trade mark was some sort of 
protection to the public as designat- 
ing a particular product, and aleo 
vested a proprietary right in the party 
or firm adopting such a designation 
which would protect them from the 
piratical attempts of competing deal- 
ers or manufacturers to benefit by the 
reputation gained for goods sold un- 
dersuch trade mark. So universal has 
been this belief that there has been a 
general acquiescence in the protec- 
tion supposed to be conferred. and 
only on rare occasions have irrespons- 
ible parties sought to benefit them- 
selves at the expense of others by 
trade mark 
adopted by and made valuable by 
another. The more frequent attempts 
to thus insure the sale of goods onthe 
established by others 
has been in the adoption of a more 
or less close copy of a valuable trade- 
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manufactured and sent to

The improvement, it will be 
noted, is confined chiefly to the crude 
natural drugs, such as the flowers, 
leaves, roots and seeds, and is attrib- 
utable in nearly all cases to the partial 
failure of supplies as a result of poor 
crops. ‘ 

In analyzing the causes con- 
tributing to the failure of the crops, 
itis found that not only hive natural 
conditions been urpropitious, but in 
very many instances where better re- 
sults might have been obtained, not- 
withstanding unfavorable weather, 
production was discouraged because 
of the very unprofitable prices ob- 
tainable in consuming markets. This 
is but a repetition of previous drug 
trade history, and carried to the usual 
conclusion would be followed a year 
hence by over supplies and depressed 
prices, since such conditions as now 
prevail are productive of over buying 
and, as a natural result, over produc- 
tion. That, however, is a prospect 
too remote to have any present influ. 
ence and in the meantime the features 
incident to an active and poorly sup- 
plied market will in all probability be 
prominent for some months to come. 

The present temper of the drug 
market is a refiection. in part at least, 
of the speculative fever which, al- 
though somewhat subdued, permeates 
all branches of trade. It is just such 
a condition as usually precedes a 
business boom, and if it were not for 
strong deterrent causes which have 





ciated companies, which had pre- 
viously supported separate manufac. 
turing plants, have reduced these, but 
the same brands continue to be man- 
ufactured, and the same trade-marks 
are used. In many cases goods are 
the 
general storehouse.and when an order 
is received for Smith’s, or Jones’, or 
Brown’s makes, the required quantity 
is taken from the stock and the de- 
sired brand or trade mark stamped or 
This, according to 
the decision cited,is a false use of the 
trade mark and by such use all right to 
protection from the courts is forfeited. 
The instances where this is done are 
numerous, too numerous by far for 
us to attempt to capitulate, but we 
instance one familiar to all 
readers of the Reporter. A dealer in an 
essential oil sold by wholesale drug- 
gists gained a substantial reputation 
for his product, by reason of uviform 
quality, and he has for years sold it 
under his name and trade-mark. It 
is well known that his sources of sup- 
ply come from various sections, and 
they are doubtless of varying quality ; 
but what he sells under his trade- 
mark is of uniform quality, and the 
fact that he actually manufactures 
but a small fraction of what he sells, 
is not regarded by the trade otherwise 
than legitimate, although the court 
now stamps such practice as decept- 
ive and fraudulent. Any one, then, 
may use the same or 4 similar trade- 
mark, and the originator has no re- 
dress, because his goods are not all 
strictly from the same source, what-

been forcibly thrust upon the busi- 
ness world, in the shape of a probable 
change of the tariff policy of the 
country and the unsettling influences 
of the silver question, there can be 
no doubt that 1893 would outrival 
1879.80, or any previous boom years, 
in the magnitude of transactions and 
the inflation of values, 

Not all the fluctuations in prices in 
thie market have been confined to the 
crude drugs, nor have they all been 
inthe direction of higher figures, 
but in most cases where lower prices 
are shown now, than earlier in the 
year, the tandency is upward. In 
the appended table we give a com- 
parison of prices current at the dates 
named, selecting those drugs of most 
consequence, in the quotations for 
which there have been the most 
marked fluctuations:

SHELLAC AGAIN ADVANCING. 


Perhaps it is because the trade has 
been so often deceived about the stic 
lac crop, or it may be that uncertainty 
regarding the quantity of shellac 
held here has prevented this market 
from responding fully to the advances 
in Calcutta and London. At any rate 
shellac can be bought here at about 
the same money it takes to lay it 
down in New York, for whereas prices 
have sharpely advanced in London 
and Calcutta within the past two 
weeks, and are still going up, there 
has been only a moderate improve- 
ment in this market. As we have 
stated in our market review the up- 
ward movement in the foreign mar- 
kets is based on the reported short 
crop of stic lac,and the very favorable 
statistical position in both London 
and Calcutta. 

This story of a failure of the stic 
lac crop is an old one, cropping up 
year after year,and very oftea found 
to be without foundation. Where it 
has proved to be true it has failed of 
full effect because ofthe presence of 
heavy stocks of shellac in the con- 
suming markets. In the present case 
if the crop of stic lac is actually as 
short as it is positively asserted to 
be it has happened at a particularly 
unfortunate time for consumers, as 
the London stock is smaller than it 
has been in many years, while there 
is also a small supply in Calcutta, 
Here, while the stock on hand cannot 
be definately ascertained it is esti- 
mated to be smaller than for several 
years past at this time. Some people, 
however, are inclined to believe that 
it is rather larger than 10,000 cases, 
the estimate of conservative parties. 

A strong feature of the situation is 
that Calcutta is offering nothing for 
shipment beyond January, and that 
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The Mound City Paint & Color Co. 
now carries a full stock of tke Gillespie 
varnishes, and the trade in and 
about the city of St. Louis will cer- 
tainly appreciate the convenience de- 
rived from this arrangement, 


A deputy sheriff last week received 
an attachm ‘nt for $7,000 against Her 
man Benecke,in favor of H. H.Salmon 
& Co..importers of fertilizing chemic- 
als,this city, on the ground that he had 
departed from tne state with intent to 
defraud his creditors, or was keeping 
himself concealed to avoid the service 
ofa summons. Benecke, it is said, 
was the cashier of H. H. Salmon & Co. 
and disappeared about two months 
ago, owing the firm that amount. The 
sheriff levied upon about $200 on de- 
posit with a banking firm. 


A German firm, in giving some di- 
rections about the manufacture of 
plaster of Paris, makes the rather 
startling statement that, after this 
useful article of commerce has been 
mixed with water and hardened and 
used for moulds,it is still plaster, with- 
out anything added but water. This 
can be driven off by means of evapora- 
tion. Of course.the application of heat 
will accomplish this. The plaster,after 
being thus recovered, is in as good a 
condition for use as ever. he re- 
covered plaster would of course have 
to be re-ground. 


The Supreme Court of Michigan de- 
cided that where an agent takes an 
order from a person for the purchase 
of an article from those whom he 
represents, subject to their approval, 
it is a unilateral or one sided con- 
tract, and subject to the countermand 
of the purchaser at any time before 
approval; though the order said, ‘“‘no 
verbal understanding of agents to 
affect this order, all conditions under 
which same is given being specified 
herein; all orders subject to approval 
of” those whom the agents repre- 
sented. 


The Whiskey Trust managers are 
out with a circular to the stockholders 
announcing the purchase of the Star 
and Crescent distilleries at Pekin,IIl., 
the Nebraska City Distillery of Ne- 
braska City, Neb., and the Central 
Distillery of St. Louis. It will be re- 
membered that these were the distil- 
leries whose purchase was so em- 
phatically denied by the Trust of- 
ticials. The circular isin an apologetic 
strain and in effect says ‘‘we have 
gone contrary to the adopted policy 
of the company, but we won’t do so 
any more,” and then attempts to jus- 
tify the action of the managers by 
specious arguments, 


Phillip D. Armour started last week 
on his way to Europe,leaving behind a 
Christmas gift of over $1,500,000 tc 
the city of Chicago. Work has been 
going on for a year past toward the 
erection of a magnificent five-story 
building and is now all but ready for 
occupancy. The building will be 
known asthe Armour Institute. In 
addition to the building an elaboraie 
apparatus for teaching electricity, 
physics and chemistry, a fine library, 
a perfect gymnasium, Mr. Armour 
puts behind the institute and the Ar- 
mour mission a gift of $1,400,000,thus 
giving to the former an annual in- 
come of $50,000 and the latter $25,000. 


The consolidation of two large paint 
and one varnish manufacturer is an- 
nounced. The names and locations 
of the companies are, the Acme White 
Lead and Color Works, Detroit, the 
Cary-Ogden Co., Chicago, and J. L. 
Dunn & Co., Windsor, Ont. The 
name under which the business; of the 
consolidated concern will be con- 
ducted is the Acme White Lead and 
Color Works, of Detroit, Mich. The 
brands, labels and trade marks of all 
three companies will remain un- 
changed, the trade being supplied 
with their favorite brands as hereto- 
fore. The varnish factory of Wind- 
sor, Ont., is being enlarged and new 
machinery added. The combined 
business of the three companies ex- 
tends to all parts of the world and the 
goods have a reputation which 
will insure expansion of trade un- 
der the improved facilities of the con- 
solidation. 


The Naval Paint Board has given 
up its practice of applying sample 
paints to iron and steel plates for im 
mersion in the water at the navy 
ards. It is found that this does 
not afford afair test of samples sub- 
mitted. The results have been un- 
satisfactory, mainly through the ac- 
tion of deposits usual along the wa- 
ter front of cities where the tests 
have been held. The Naval Paint 
Board now endeavors to get paint 
proprietors, who think they have an 
article such as the navy,requires, to 


apply the paint to the bottom of some 
merchant ship, and when the vessel 
is to be taken out of the water the 
board promises to visit and inspect 
the ship. The board has also formed 
an alliance’ with the Lighthouse 
Board, which is equally anxious to 
secure a suitable paint. The Light- 
house inspectors are instructed to ap- 
ply sar ples of paint submitted to the 
buoys and keep a record of the result. 


A new use is reported to have been 
found for waste glass by a Paris con- 
cern. Any fragments of broken glass 
of variouscolors are mixed together, 
after having been broken to a suit- 
able size; they are then placed in 
moulds lined with silica, tale, or some 
other resisting material, and fired. 
A coherent mass is produced which 
can be pressed and cut into blocks, 
which are, of course, irregularly col- 
ored. Such blocks may be used as 
artificial marble. The blocks are 
usually round on one side, owing, 
perhaps, to incomplete fusion; this 
gives a surface which is admirably 
adapted for causing them, especially 
if they are slab-like in form, to ad 
here to walls with the addition ofa 
little mortar. Fine decorative effects 
can thus be produced. Designs in 
reliefcan be obtained by pressure 
while the plack or slab is still plastic. 
This idea will enable many manufac- 
turers, who have heaps of waste glass 
lying about useless, to turn them, 
with very little expenditure, to profit 
able account, 


Mr. Griswold, the president of the 
Griswold Linseed Oil Co., is one of 
the oldest manufacturers of linseed 
oilin this country, having been in 
the business continuously for over 
halfacentury. These works are lo- 
cated at Warren, Ohio. and have a ca- 
pacity of 600,000 bushels of seed per 
annum, Mr. Griswold and the father 
of the vice-president of the company, 
Mr. T. G. Dunham, established the 
old Griswold & Dunham Linseed Oil 
Works (afterwards the Cleveland Lin- 
seed Oil Works) twenty or more years 
ago, and upon the death of Mr. Dun- 
ham, or., about ten years ago, the 
works in Cleveland were sold and a 
new company organized with G. O. 
Griswold, president; T G. Dunham, 
vice-president; and G. E. Day, secre- 
tary and treasurer. Their works at 
Warren were enlarged in 1889 to their 

resent large capacity. It is need- 
ess for ustosay that the Griswold 
brand of linseed oil has a national 
reputation as to quality not excelled 
by any in the market. 


Some time ago attention was di- 
rected toa new mode of preserving 
vanilla pods, adopted in Reunion, 
and consisting in the steeping of the 
green fruit, when freshly gathered, in 
alcohol. This process was discovered 
in 1888 hy three gentlemen of St. 
Denis, the capital of Reunion. Their 
names were Potier, the director of the 
botanical gardens; Chatel, a pharma- 
cist; and Daude, a planter. useum 
specimens of green pods in alcohol 
were sent to the Paris Exhibition of 
1889, but until now the process has 
not been carried out on a commercial 
scale, It is stated, however, that it 
is the intention of some of the Re- 
union growers to ship a considerable 
portion of this year’s crop packed in 
casks on alcohol. The rationale of 
the alcohol process is based upon the 
view that in the green vanilla pods 
the vanillin, or odorous principle, 
does not exist in the free state, but in 
the form of a glucoside insoluble in 
alcohol, and that, therefore, the pods 
when landed in Europe will be richer 
in vanillin by about 40 per cent. than 
they would be had they been dried in 
the Tropics.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Large quantities of oil escaped from 
a leak in the Crescent Pipe Line, in 
Manor township last week. Several 
hunters ignited it, and the whole 
country was in a short time in a blaz- 
ing mass, the burning oil runnin 
into the Conestoga Creek. Trees ro | 
fences over a large area were de- 
stroyed. 


The United States Pipe Line Com- 
pany scored a victory over the Erie 
road last week in the Tioga county 
Court. The rvad has been endeavor- 
ing to prevent the pipe line from lay- 
ing pipe underneath their tracks at 
Mitchell’s Creek in Tioga county, and 
an injunction upon the work had been 
ordered. Judge Miichell granted a 


motion to set aside the injunction. 
The pipe line people at once put their 
pipes under the tracks at Mitchell’s 





Creek, and the seat of war has heen 
moved further east. ; 


An action in tresspass has been en- 


tered in the Venango county courts 
against the Eclipse Lubricating Oil 
Company by a Mr. Reach, whose wife 
and children were burned to death in 
the great fire and flood at Oil City in 
June Jast. It is alleged that the 
Eclipse works owned the large tank 
of benzine and gasoline located above 
Oil City on the banks of Oil Creek, 
which was undermined by the flood, 
and the contents, estimated at many 
thousands of barrels, thrown upon 
the water,and comingin contact with 
fire, caused the explosion add confla- 
gration in which the plaintiff's wife 
and children were burned to death. 
Negligence is alieged on the part of 
the defendant and the suit is to recov- 
er damages, 


One of the most extensive concerns 
in Maine has for some time past been 
experimenting on anigenious process 
of burning lime with oil instead of 
with wood, the result, as appears, be- 
ing of a very satisfactory character. 
At this establishment the oil for use 
at the kilns is stored for the purpose 
in a huge tank holding mere than 
10,000 gallons, from which it is 
pumped as desired into a pressure 
tank of 150 — capacity, and a 
twenty pound pressure is applied. The 
oilis purified by passing it through 
water, and a meter is attached to the 
kiln. , Each kiln has two arches, and 
two pipes run to each arch; one pipe 
carries the oil, the other steam to 
force the burning oil up among the 
limestock. The effect of this arrange- 
ment is the production of an intense 
heat, making it necessary to draw 
eight times aday. Thelimethuspro- 
duced is described as whiter than that 
burned with wood, and ofa better 
quality.

Carbon Black Again. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dee, 12, 1892. 

Editor Orn, Paint anD DRruG REPORER: 

In reply to articles in a recent issue 
of your journal, contributed by m 
friends Godfrey L. Cabot and Mr. O. 
H. Smith, permit me to state that I 
do not quite agree with Mr. Cabot 
that ‘‘We must content ourselves with 
an empirical name, ete.”’ Insist that 
any of the following names supply a 
concept of the article ‘carbon black,”’ 
viz: Methane black, methyl hydride 





black, natural gas black, light carbur 
etted hydrogen black. 

These are simply different names 
used to designate a saturated hydro- 
carbon, the symbol of which is OH,, 
comporel of one atom of carbon;. 
and four atoms of hydrogen the only 
known hydrocarbon whose molecule 
contains a single atom of carbonand it 
also contains the highest percentage 
of hydrogen, 25 per cent., its specific 
gravity is 0°655, weight 15.97, density 
7°98, according to Sadtlers analyses. 
Pennsylvania natural gas is composed 
of marsh gas and its homologues to- 
gether with carbon, marsh gas, nat- 
ural gas and methane (a name given 
by Hoffman) are identical. A gas 
composed of perfectly pure methane 
is men!ioned by Bunsen it 1s found in 
the crimea. Mr. Cabot states that 
‘‘methane black’? would be a mis- 
nomer for the black is certainly not 
wholly derived from the methane in 
in the gas, in fact I think almost all 
of it is due to the presence of higher 
homologs of the methane or paraffine 
series, having the general molecular 
formula CoH,n+2” yet Mr. Cabot 
thinks natural gas black ‘‘would be 
an excellent name for carbon black as 
at present prepared,”’ that is as a pro- 
duct of the imperfect combustion of 
natural gas or ~methane,' but 
Mr. Cabot says methane black 
is a misnomer, and natural gas black 
anexcellent name, notwithstanding 
the fact that natural gas black is not 
wholly due to the methane in the gas, 
but to the presence of the higher ho- 
mologs, etc. Is ‘natural gas”’ svrono- 
mous with the general formula 
CnH,n+2? or is natural gas and the 
“higher homologs” identical? How 
can anything be designated as a mis- 
nomer and at the same time an ex- 
cellent name? Mr. Cabot says the 
“diamond is the only form of chemi- 
cally pure carbon found in nature or 
known to commerce.’’ And yet the 
diamond contains ash or mineral 
matter which is incombustible; and 
this weight must be subtracted from 
the original weight of the diamond in 
order that we may know the exact 
weight of pure carbon burnt. For the 
purposes of generalization there is no 
scientific justification in designating 
ordinary iampblack, graphite or 
ground charcoal as “carbon black-” 
While they are forms of carbon, yet 
they possess structural differences 
warranting us in associating specitic 
terms to designate their individual 
properties and peculiarities, hence 
graphite, either as “‘crystal,”’ “‘flake’, 
or “amorphous” graphite, and as 
graphite, plumbago »nd black lead, 
is not the contradictions as unneces- 
sary here as it is between lampblack, 
charcoal and carbon black? 

Carbon is remarkable as existing in 
three different forms which in out- 
ward appearance of physical proper- 
ties have nothing in common, whilst 
their chemical relations are identical. 
These three allotropic form are the 
diamond, graphite. and charcoal; 
these substances differ in hard- 
ness, color, specific gravity, ete., 
but they each yield on com- 
bustion in the air or oxygen the 
same weight of the same substance, 
carbonic acid or carbon dioxide; 11°97 
parts by weight of each of these 
torms of carbon yielding 43°98 parts 
by weight of carbon dioxide. (Acid 
strictly denotes a hydrogen salt, but 
it has been applied so long to carbon 
dioxide, and so universally known as 
carbonic acid, that is employed, al- 
though a misnomer.) ‘The purest 
form of charcoal carbon is found in 
lampblack. It does not crystallize 
and hence it is termed amorphous 
earbon. Carbon black contains mi- 
nute crystals, resembling graphite 
somewhat. This fact alone, inde- 
pendent of color, gravity and struct- 
ure, differentiates carbon black suffi- 
ciently from charcoal and lampblack 
to warrant the adoption of distinctive: 
terms to characterize or distinguish 
these peculiarities. Charcoal carbon 
is the 3d allotropie modification of 
earbon. Lampblack is finely divided 
charcoal, but it has not the properties 
of wood charcoal or animal chareoal. 
The various forms of charcoal, graph- 
ite and the diamond contain mole- 
cules of different and very consider- 
abie complexity; at least our leading 
chemists are of the opinion that they 
do. Respecting wood charcoal, bone 
black, soot and carbon black, there 
no :oubt exist marked distinctions. 
As I have pointed out, their molecu- 
lar arrangement may not justify a 
separate classification, but it shows 
us how different they are in many re- 
spects from one anouher. ‘ 

Mr. Smith should bear in mind that 
hydrocarbon gas black when made 
from other hydrocarbons than natural 
gas, was produced from gas contain- 
ing from 35 to 60 per cent, of mareh. 
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gas. 





carbon dioxide as gaseous carbon in

Carbon dioxide is not carbon, as 
carbon is C and carbon dioxide CO,. 

Mr. Smith, through a process of 
ratiocination, partaking of the nature 
of syllogistic deduction,makes a great 
reductio ad absurdum inference from 
the omission on my part to speak of 
Co, as carbon dioxide. A chemist of 
Mr, Smith’s calibre should have in- 
ferred from the context that carbon 
dioxide and not the monoxide was in- 
tended. Quantity and eee do not 
occurin the manufacture of ‘*blacks.”’ 
About 500 cubic feet of is required 
to produce a fine quality of carbon 
black, a larger tip produces a greater 
quantity of an inferior quality. The 
aoe pee mentioned by Mr. Smith has 

ad nothing todo with present price 
of carbon. It reminds ine of the 
housewife who found a fishinthe 
milk and accused the milkman of 
having watered the milk, he eee 
ed he had not, but explained it all by 
oes thelady that his ‘‘\d——d old 
brindle cow had been in a swimming 
again.” So with Mr. Smith’s im- 
proved process, ithas about as much 
to do with the present price of carbon 
black as the fish inthe milk had to do 
with the brindle cow in swimming.

The first annual meeting of the Oil 
Trade Association of New Y: rk,under 
the by-laws, was held on Thursday 
evening last at 40 West Twenty-eighth 
street. The 1 eeting was called for 
six o’clock, but it was not until seven 
that President Whitman called the 
gathering to order, and announced 
that before the business programme 
was taken up, it would be advisable 
to satiefy the wants of the inner man.

Pres- 
ident E.S. Whitman, Vice-president 
A. L. Harris, Secretary W. J. Gould- 
ing and Messrs. H.C. Cooke, P. M. 
Millspaugh, W. D. Ellis, H. B. Snevi- 
ly, Chas. W. Hand, M. L. Delafield 
and Geo. H. Brandon. 

After dinner the members reassem- 
bled in the meeting room and Presi- 
dent Whitman announced the regu- 
lar order of business, 

Secretary Goulding read the min. 
utes of the last mseting which were 
approved, and then submitted the re- 
port of the Treasurer, in the absence 
of Mr. Bromley. After paying all 
bills, a balance of $749 is left in the 
Treasury. 

The report of .the Executive Com- 
mittee was brief and referred chi: fly 
to the selection of the place of meet- 
ing,and to the duty of appointing cer- 
taincommittees imposed upon it at 
the last meeting. 

President Whitman explained that 
it was the sense of the Executive 
Committee that it had better not, for 
the present at least,, act upon the 
question of appointing a Committee 
on Arbitration,and the other commit. 
tees suggested at the previous meet- 
ing. The association isto be looked 
uvonat present as a social organ- 
izatiou more than anything else, and 
as most of the members are also mem- 
bers of the Produce Exchange, where 
the machinery for arbitration already 
exists it is unnecessary that this asso- 
ciation undertake such matters just 
now, Jt would possibly provake dis-

Mr. Snevily thought as there was 
some difference of opinion as to 
whether the legal ten days’ notice of 
the proposed amendment had been 
given, owing to the late day at which 
the notices of the meeting had been 
sent out, it would be well to defer 
action until a subsequent meeting. 
On his motion the question was laid 
on the table. 

President Whitman expressed the 
opinion that it would: be well to-take 
in hand the question of holding an 
annual dinner, and after some dis- 
cussion the matter was left to the 
discretion of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Harris expressed his thanks 
for the honor of a re-election, saying 
that while the association had made a 
very poor “choice of a vice-president, 
he would do his best to do his best. 
As that best would not be much to 
brag of the association would have to 
make the most of it. 

Mr. Whitman wanted Mr. Harris to 
speak for him, but Mr. Harris de 
clined on the ground, that he had 
talked himself out on the previous 
evening at an entertainment for the 
benefit of the West Side Nursery. 

There being no further business 
brought before the association the 
meeting adjourned.

Paint, Oil and Varnish Club Meeting. 


The thirty-fourth dinner and meet- 
ing of the Paint,Oil and Varnish Club 
of thie city was held on Thursday 
evening last, with a fair attendance 
of members. 

After the dinner, which appeared 
to be thoroughly enjoyed, and was 
withal a most. social affair, the presi- 
dent, Major Garner, called the meet- 
ing from refreshments to the more 
important business of the club.

The Entertainment Committee, who 
had charge of the arrangements for 
the entertainment of the members of 
the National Paint and Varnish Asso 
ciation at the recent convention in 
this city, reported through Mr. 
Pierce, the chairman, who gave a full 
account of the work done by the com- 
mittee, which included all the labor 
attendant upon such an undertaking 
and which appeared in detail in our 
report of the convention meetings, 

Un motion of Mr. Eger a vote of 
thanks was tendered the committee 
for the able and acceptable manner in 
which they had discharged their ar- 
duous duties. This was supplemented 
by the personal thanks and congratu- 
lations of the president of the Club for 
the admirable manner they bad aquit 
ted themselves, to the honor of the 
Club and themselves as a committee 
and individually. 

Secretary Templeton, as chairman 
of the Committee on New Member- 
ship, reported the acquisition of 
seventeen new members since the 
last meeting, which he supplemented 
with remarks on the benetits to mem- 
bers of the trades by becoming identi- 
fied with the Club, and the benefit of 
sucha Club to the various tra:es in- 
terested.

session of his oflice, crowding him 
out, and not even extending to him 
the courtesy of a seat, or one of his 
own segars, which the committee 
were industriously puffing. He also 
spoke of the benefits to the trade at 
large through these meetings and 
memberships in these organizations, 
dwelling especially on the social fea- 
tures, which tended to bring the 
members together, and _ fostered 
good fellowship and a better appreci- 
ation of one’s competitors. He re- 
ported the convention to have been a 
great success in every way. He also 
moved that the very full report of the 
proceedings as published in the Orn, 
Paint AND Drua Reporter be placed 
on file in the minutes of tae club as a 
report of the delegates. 

President Garner also spoke of the 
benefits derived by membership in 
the association, and in the local clubs, 
and hoped that with the new year the 
New York Club would enter upon a 
career of success aid usefulness not 
hitherto attained. 

Mr. Pierce spoke at some length on 
the success of the Club for the past 
six years and urged greater attention 
and more frequent attendance.

An Important Ruling on Trade Marks. 


Several hundred years ago the ma- 
jority of people were unable to read 
or wyite, and hence if the proprietor 
of a shop bad placed his name upon 
his sign, ‘it would have conveyed no 
information to the general public. 
For this reason an anchor, a lion, or 
some similar emblem was placed upon 
the sign, which his customers could 
interpret. 

For the same reason it was useless 
for the proprietor of a shop to affix 
his name to an article manufactured 
by him, although he realized that it 
was of importance to him that the 
public should: be able to distinguish 
his wares in the market, even when 
they: were sold by andther. 

As trade and commerce increased 
the importance of this became more 
and more apparent, and gave rise to 
the custom of manufacturers of 
stamping or affixing to their pro- 
ducts, the emblems displayed upon 
their signs. In time the important 
influence of these emblems or trade 
marks upon the good will of the bus- 
iness of the persons employing them, 
was recognized by the courts, and in 
the year 1783, Lord Mansfield held 
that the sale of a certain medicine 
under the name or mark of anotber 
was ua fraud. These marks or names 
have since been the subject of much 
importantlegislation in all civilized 
countries,and the courts hava decided 
again and again, that, not only was 
ita fraud for one manufacturer to 
affix to his goods the sign or mark of 
another, but have granted numerous 
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injunctions, restraining such fraud- | 


ulent practices.

been honesty in business dealings, 
This is the foundation of all trade 
mark law. As the common law 
afforded no adequate relief for the 
infringement of trade mark rights, 
courts of equity restrained infringing 
manufacturers from obtaining cus- 
tom intended for cthers by copying 
their marks and emblems. One of 
the oldest principles of equity is that 
he who would obtain relief must come 
to the court with “clean hands;”’ in 
other words, he must have done no 
wrong in the matter regarding which 
he seeks redress. Thisrule has often 
been applied in trade mark cages, 

It was recently asserted with pecu- 
liar emphasis by the Court of Ap- 
peals of New York State in the case 
of Prince Manufacturing Company 
vs. Prince Metallic Paint Company. 
Prince’s Metallic paint was origin- 
inally made by Robert Prince and his 
wife from ore found uron land owned 
by them and situated in Carbon 
County, Pennsylvania After they 
died the property and trade-mark 
came into the hands of the defendant 
corporation, which.in time became 
insolvent, and passed into the hands 
ofareceiver. Afterward the pluintiff 
corporation obtained the trade-mark 
and a portion of the original Prince 
lands. The various owners of these 
mines always claimed, and the plain- 
tiff insisted in the case mentioned, 
that paint made from ore taken there- 
from was superior to paint made 
from similar ore taken from other 
mines in the vicinity. The plaintiff 
also insisted that the trade under- 
stood that paint bearing the label 
* Prince’s Metallic Paint ’’ was made 
from ore taken from the original 
Prince mines. 

Upon cross examination of plantiffs 
witnesses it was shown that fully one 
half of the paint which the plaintiff 
sold labeled ‘‘Prince’s Metallic Paint”’ 
was made from ore which came from 
other mines in Carbon county, which 
the plaintiff then attempted to show 
produced paint equally as good as 
that taken from the original mine. 

The Court held that the plaintiff 
had been guilty of such deception, 
whether intentional or not, by selling 
paint which the trade had a right to 
believe was made from ore taken from 
the original Prince mine when this 
was not the case, that they could not 
obtain any protection for their trade 
mark, notwithstanding the conduct 
of the defendant did not commend it- 
self to the Court; and that the answer 
of the plaintiff that paint made from 
ore taken from its other mines was 
equally as good as that made from: 
the original mines was of no avail, 
even if true. 

Judge Andrews, who wrote the opin- 
ion, in speaking of this puint, says: 
‘*\ party cannot secure the confidence 
of the public in an article on the 
ground that it is made from one mate 
rial of which the trade mark is a guar- 
antee, ahd then, without advising the 
public, substitute another material 
and sell that upon the credit of the 
true article, and justify the false use 
of the trade-mark or label on the 
ground of similarity of quality. If 
this were permitted, it would offer a 
temptation to fraud, and an inferior 
article might be palmed off on unsus- 
pecting purchasers ; and, although 
the false article is as good as the true 
one, the privilege of deceiving the 
public, even for their own benefit, is 
notalegitimate subject of commerce.”’ 

This case differs from previous ones 
in that the misrepresentation in 
former cases was on the face of the 
label or trade mark used, or in writ- 
ten or printed advertisements or cir- 
cuJars, while in the present case the 
fraud or deception of the plaintiff 
consisted in not giving to the trade 

the article which they had a right to 
suppose they were purchasing, not- 
withstanding the fact that the words 
‘*Prince’s Metallic Paint’? did not of 
themselves contain any representa- 
tion as to the particular ore from 
which the paint was manufactured. 

It is highly probable that if the 
plaintiff had not insisted that the 

trade understood that all paints bear- 
ing the trade mark ‘‘Prince’s Metallic 
Paint’? were made from ore taken 
from the original Prince mines that 
the defendant could not have proved 
it. The plaintiff was evidently anx- 
ious to show this, and that such paints 
were superior to all others, in order 
to increase the damages against the 
defendant.

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States Supreme Court, it was held 
that where the plaintiff had repre- 
sented that a certain remedy was 
made by Moses Atwood at George- 
town, Massachusetts. when in fact it 
was made by the Manhattan Medi- 
cine Company at New York City; that 
the plaintiff had been guilty of such 
misrepresentation; that he was not 
entitled to any relief in a Court of 
Equity. In this case Mr. Justice Field, 
who wrote the cnpinion, said: 

“A Court of Equity will extend no 
aid to sustain a claim to a trade mark 
of any article which is put forth with 
a misrepresentation to the public as 
to the manufacturer of the article 
and as to the place where it is manu- 
factured, both of which narticulars 
were original circumstances to guide 
the purchaser of the medicine. 

“Wher the owner of a_ trade mark 
applies for an injunction to restrain 
the defendant from injuring his pro- 
perty by making false representations 
to the public it is essential that the 
plaintiff should not, in his trade mark 
orin the business connected with it, 
be himself guilty of any false or mis- 
leading iepresentation, for if the 
plaintiff makes any material, false 
statement in connection with the 
ry he seeks to protect, he loses, 
and very justly, his claim to the as- 
sistance ofa Court of Equity.” 

Another leading authority which 
illustrates the sane principle of law 
is the case of Fetridge vs. Wells. 

The plaintiff there manufactured a 
cosmetic which he sold under the 
name of “Balm of a Thousand 
Flowers.’’ The plaintiff's temporary 
injunction was dissolved because it 
appeared that the ingredierfts of the 
compound were oil, ashes and alco- 
hol and not an extract or distillation 
from flowers and because the sub 
stance was a soan and not a balm. 
Chief Justice Duer who wrote the 
opinion in this case said: 

“It was evident that the name was 
given to it and used to deceive the 
public and impose upon the pur- 
chasers; that no representation could 
be more material than that of the in 
gredients of a compound recom- 
mended and sold as a medicine; that 
there was none so likely to induce 
confidence in its use, and none, when 
false, that would more probably be 
attended with injurious  conse- 
quences.” 

He also said: 

“Those who come into a court of 
equity, seeking equity, must come 
with clean hands and a pure con- 
science. If they claim relief against 
the frauds of othersthey must them- 
selves be free from the imputation. If 
the sales made by the plaintiff 
are effected, or sought to be, by 
misrepresentation and falsehood, they 
cannot be listened to when they com- 
plain that, by fraudulent rivalry of 
others, their own fraudulent profits 
are diminished. An exclusive privi- 
lege for deceiving the public is 
assuredly not one that a court of 
equity, can be required to aid or sanc- 
tion.” 

' A consideration of these cases shows 
that if the proprietor of a trade mark 
is guilty of any misrepresentation or 
fraud toward his customers that he 
thereby ferfeits his right to protec. 
tion from the courts. It is a source 
of satisfaction that the conduct of 
manufacturers will be carefully scru- 
tinized in trade mark cases, and that 
-~ public are entitled to considera- 
on.

G. Tafts, of Arlington, 
Mass.; D. F. Price, of Newark, N.J.; 
and J. 8. Haight, of Leonard & Cum- 
mings, Philadelphia. 

The dinner over, Vice-President 
Brownell called the company to order, 
whereupon he spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Paint and Oil 
Club: This is the first opportunity I 
have had to acknowledge the honor 
you did me when you elected meas 

our vice-president. I must say that 
twas a complete surprise and my 
being obliged to leave early on that 
day saved you the infliction of an im- 
promptu speech. For more than six 
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years I have been the only member 
of this club from New Bedford, con- 
tent to be seen and not heard, a pri- 
vate in the rear ranks, but you have 
snatched me from my obscurity, so 
to speak, and placed me on this pin- 
pnacle of fame. Vice-presidents are 
usually more for ornament than for 
use,and I am not quite sure you 
fully considered the contingency of 
my being called upon to preside; but 
you took the risk and I trust you will 
not regret it. To slightly change the 
wording of the Kodac advertisement: 
‘You have pressed the button, and I 
will do my best.’ ”’ 

™ He then introduced in a few well- 
chosen and complimentary words, 
the first speaker of the evening, Hon. 
Hosea M. Knowlton, district attorney 
for southern Massachusetts, who 
spoke in substance as follows: 

“If I did not feel quite overwhelmed 
by the somewhat fulsome remarks 
concerning myself, by Mr. Brownell, 
I should say that I am _ glad to meet 
you, ITesteem it a high honor to be 
inv ted as the guest of a company of 
business men of your walks of life, 
and to speak to a commercial organi- 
zation of such importance. You may 
not all be aware, or may not have 
often thought of it, that, in a very 
large measure, you are benefactors of 
the public. The savage knows noth- 
ing about paint, as a necessity, even; 
but_refinement and education have 
made it not only a luxury but ane 
cessity of life. It is asign of good 
civilization when your goods are com- 
monly consumed, ‘The old house 
that my great-grandfather built you 
never made a dollar out of. (Laugh- 
ter.) It was not necessary for the pres- 
ervation of the house. It stands 
to-day as sound and substantial as 
ever. But whether your wares are 
necessary for the preservation of 
property or not, they are a necessity 
to a higher civilization. We realize 
how thoroughly you permeate all 
forms of civilization. Whenever I 
have found a lack of your wares on 
the house or on the fence, it is a 
pretty sure sign of a lack of thrift. 
Show me a lack of your goods, and I 
will show you that the owner is either 
a drunkard, or is lazy, in the ratio of 
how much rum is consumed. Ihave 
found that men never commit the 
baser crimes when they are wearing 
their best clothes.”’ 

Mr. Knowlton then indulged in a 
little post-election talk, He was one, 
he said, whose advice the country 
did not heed, notwithstanding that 
he predicted dire calamity. (Laugh- 
ter). Then Mr. Knowlton told a great 
story which brought forth muck 
laughter. He impressed upon busi- 
ness men the importance of activity 
in political affairs; and dwelt upon 
the magnificent spectacle of a great 
country, whose interests are as 
diverse of those of all Europe, whose 
people speak all the tongues of the 
earth, and who are of all origins; de- 
posing from power a party which had 
controlled the government for thirty 
years and placing at the head of the 
nation another party. Nota drop of 
blood was spilled and searcely an 
angry word was spoken. Four years 
ago this wonderful people decreed ex- 
actly the opposite, yet it was all so 
peacefully, so successfully, so quietly 
done. Itis a most surprising thing. 
“T will contribute one word” said 
Mr. Knowlton in concluding his re- 
marks, ‘‘to the resolution which I see 
you have for discussion here to-night. 
Perhabs it may be resolved into an- 
other question: , Resolved, that good, 
old-fashioned mince pies, such as our 
mothers made—not our sisters or our 
wives, but our mothers—from meat, 
plums, apples and spices, properly 
admixed, are the best mince pies ever 
made. 

The chair next introduced Mr. 
George T. Tucker, Recorder of De- 
cisions in the Supreme _ Court, 
also of New Bedford. He ex- 
pressed, at the outset thanks 
to the club for the _ invitation, 
and the entertainment he enjoyed. 
Continuing, he dwelt upon New Bed- 
ford’s old-time supremacy in the 
whaling industry. Once it led the 
world as a whaling port. ‘‘You know 
it is a fact’ he said, “that the mer- 
chant ship will not drop anehor where 
a whaleman will. The whaling ships 
are built to withstand what the mer: 
chant ships are not called upon to 
overcome, The New Bedford whale- 
men were what were known as ‘Hill- 
man’ built. No vessels were con 
structed with such a regard for 
strength. One reason, I suppose, 
why whaling was carried on exten- 
sively from New Bedford was because 
there were not many merchants there, 
and the soil round about was found 
to be stearile, 80 another source of 
wealth was looked for. 







Another rea- 
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son was because the port of New Bed- 
tord is nearer the Gulf Stream than 
any other city on the American sea- 
board, and whales coming up the 
stream in search of feeding grounds, 
were more accessible from New Bed- 
ford than from anywhere else. Then, 
as the industry expanded, they sent 
their vessels to the Pacific,the Indian 
and the Arctic oceans. In the earlier 
days, the men who manned the whale 
ships came from the farm houses to 
the port of New Bedford. That 
was before outfitters were kno vn. 
Those men who thus began worked 
themselves up to be the foremost 
citizens of New Bedford. No man 
brought upin a whaling office ever 
had any trouble in book-keeping. The 
methods were complicated and intri- 
cate, and those in whaling offices be- 
came expert accountants; and New 
Bedford logbooks are almost complete 
stories in themselves. It has been as- 
serted by some that mineral oils are 
what kiiled the whaling industry. In 
the old whaling days, oil was never 
shipped home, as in the later days. 
There were no consuls abroad to ship 
men. The trip was run on an eco- 
nomical basis, and the profits were 
correspondingly large. How was a 
voyage supported? When a whaleship 
left New Bedford for a cruise, she 
filled her hold with provisions of the 
most substantial kind. She took 
quantities of articles for barter. 
After she had been out three or four 
months, she would run into a port, 
where there were perhaps no people, 
but savases, take $100 or $200 worth 
of cutlery, cloth, ete., and trade with 
the savages for yams, potatoes and 
other things, and so get supplies for 
two or three months more. The re- 
sult was that a voyage of two, or two 
and one-half years could be run for 
one or two thousand dollars; or about 
one-fifth of the expense of such a 
cruise now. Soitis not the mineral 
oil that has injured whaling, so much 
as modern civilization.’’ 

Mr. Tucker concluded by telling 
some interesting things about some 
prominent New Bedford merchants. 

This concluded the speaking by 
guests, and business was then taken 
up. Secretary Hoffman read the 
records of the November meeting, 
which were approved in the usual 
manner. 

The Chair then named Messtfs. 
Daniel G. Tyler, George L. Gould 
and John D. Morton a committee to 
retire and nominate a member of the 
Pricing Committee. Mr. Tyler where 
upon instantly presented the name of 
Mr. John F. Phillips; who was elected 
to fill the position. 

A telegram was read from Judge 
Jay L. Torrey, from Washington, 
asking that the Massachusetts Con- 
gressmen be telegraphed to fix an 
early day for the consideration of the 
Bankruptcy Bill. 

A petition, which had been more or 
less generally signed, was presented 
from Col. Albert A. Pope, petitioning 
Congress for the establishment of a 
department similar to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, for the purpose 
of promoting the art of constructing 
and muintaining roads; and asks that 
in such department provision be made 
for teaching students so that they 
may be skilled engineers, and that in 
connection with this a permanent ex- 
hibit in which shall be shown sections 
of roads, which shail illnstrate the 
various methods of construction. 

A communication was received from 
the promoters of a canal through 
American territory to the Hudson 
river, and to the sea. 

On motion of Mr. John D. Morton, 
this was referred to the State Board 
of Trade, through the delegates of 
the Paint and Oil Club, to that body. 

The club next listened to the re- 
port of the delegates to_ the late con- 
vention of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, which was pre- 
sented by Mr. J. Russell Marble, and 
was as follows: 


Mr. President and Members of the 
Paint and Oil Club of New Eng- 
land: 

Mr. Strauss and myself were early 
disappointed by the announcement 
by Mr. Newton that he would not be 
able to accompany us to the conven- 
tion, to be held in New York early in 
November. Ata meeting of the dele- 
gates. it was decided to ask Mr. Geo. 
B. Dexter to act as Mr. Newton’s sub 
stitute. under the authority granted 
the delegation to fill vacancies. 
Meetings of the convention were held 
in New York city, and were very fully 
attended by delegates from every 
local club in the country, : 

The constitution and by-laws which 
had been prepared by the Executive 
Committee were adopted. The Com- 
mitteeon Adulterated Linseed Oil re- 
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ported that they were receiving the 
assistance of the prominent crushers 
in detecting adulteration of this sta- 
ple article, and the same committee 
was continued for another year. This 
committee were also instructed to 
take similar action with regard to 
adulterated turpentine. 

The committee having in charge 
the question of doing away with the 
charge for the package on whiting, 
pumice stone and lampblack, report- 
eda good degree of progress and they 
were continued with the prospect that 
another year vould bring about the 
desired change. 

The Committee on Postal Matters 
reported at length and ably through 
our friend, Mr. C. E. Adams, of Low- 
ell, that great progress had been 
made towards consolidating third 
and fourth class mail matter. The 
committee having in charge the 
question of the establishment ofa 
new department of our national gov- 
ernment, to be called the Department 
of Commerce, reported at length 
through our friend, Mr. Chas. Rich- 
ardson, and the subjects were con- 
tinued in the hands of the same com- 
mittees for another year. 

The convention passed a resolution 
requesting the National Lead Com- 
pany to put distinguishing brands on 
their manufacture, by which the new 
or pulp process might be distin- 
guished trom the old process of 
grinding lead. Later on in the con- 
vention, the representatives of the 
National Lead Company and others 
requested to have this resolution re- 
scinded. This led to an extended dis- 
cussion, in which our colleague, Mr, 
Strauss, took an active part, but the 
influence of the people interested in 
white lead was such that the resolu- 
tion was rescinded and this matter 
was left in the same position as 
though the motion had never been 
passed. 

The members of the New England 
Club will be pleased to know that 
especial attention and respect was 
paid ty the reports of both Mr. Adams 
and Mr. Richardson. 

The members of the trade in New 
York did everything in their power 
to make the occasion protitable and 
pleasant to the detegates from other 
places. The convention was viought 
to aclose by a banquet to the dele- 
gates and members of the trade from 
out of town, 

As our colleague, Mr, Dexter is not 
able to join us in this report, being 
away from hume, we. his colleagues, 
cannot let the occasion pass without 
reference t» his part in speaking at 
the banquet. We have all known Mr. 
Dexter as an artist and @ poet, but it 
was reserved for New York tu know 
him equaily as an orator.”

The report was accepted by an 
unanimous vote. 

Mr. John D. Morton, then said: 
‘For several months past, some mem- 
bers of our club have been given in- 
formation that the representatives of 
the Clevelaud Oil Co in Worcestor 
and Concord were quoting linseed oil 
by the barrel, at carload rates. A 
committee, consisting of Mr. William 
Agge, Charles Richardson and John 
D. Morton was appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, to see if there 
was any way in which that manner of 
quoting oil could be stopped. Two of 
the committee had an interview with 
the representative of the Cleveland 
Oil Co., and gave him their opinion 
on selling linseed oil by the barrel, at 
car load prices. As theinterview was 
very amicable and satisfactory, the 
committee thought best to report the 
result tothe club. The representa- 
tive oi the Cleveland Oil Co. did not 
know of any agreement, _ neither 
aid he know that the New England 
Club had any influence over the ac- 
tions of the Cleveland Oil Co. ; but in- 
formation has been received thatall 
oil belolonging to the Cleveland Oil 
Co. has been shipped to Boston, and 
thatthe representation will send out 
no more such quotations. They will, 
it ig understood, live up to the agree- 
ment on old process oil. But with re- 
gard to new process oil they would like 
to sell barrels at the carload price, to 
large buyers, und to sell samples of 
not more than one barrel; but would 
put out special notice to the effect 
that hereafter car load price would 
not be granted fur less than tive bar- 
rels, and only to large buyers: other- 
wise they will live up to the agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Wheeler moved that the sub- 
ject be referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, which was done.

A Chicago special says: **Trans- 
Missouri lines are making reductions 
of nearly 20%, including every class 
rate. early every commodity rate 
has also been reduced, with the ex- 
ception of thaton wool. A meeting 
will be held in St. Louis next Tues- 
day, at which an effort will be made 
to advance rates, 


As to the prospect of anti-railroad 
legislation by the Kansas Isgislators, 
Governor-elect Lewelling says they 
will certainly enact some leyislation 
looking to the control of freight rates 
personally. ‘I am inclined to favor a 
commission with power to fix rates— 
a commission to be composed of hon 
est, capable and conservative men 
who are competent,”’ 


A new rate committee has been 
formed at St. Louis “4! the freight 
traffic managers of the lines west of 
the Missouri river, to take the place 
of the Trans-Missouri Traffic Asso- 
ciation. It is to be called the West 
of the Missouri River Rate Commit- 
tee. The committee will adjust and. 
control rates in its territory, but will 
not be empowered to divide traffic. 
It will be under control of Geo. Mc- 
Fadden as secretary of the commit- 
tee. 

According to a recent decision of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals the face 
of a railroad ticket is conclusive evi- 
dence to the conductor of the terms of 
the contract between the passenger 
and the company, and the purchaser 
of a defective ticket, who is ejected 
from a train, must rely upon his ac- 
tion against the et for the neg- 
ligent mistake of the ticket agent. 
The fact that one conductor allows a 
person to ride on a defective ticket. 
does not affect the proper standard of 
due caré on his part in trying to cure 
the defect. 


The Supreme Court of Arkansas 
has rendered a very important decis- 
ion touching the law with reference 
toa common gcarrier refusing to re- 
ceive freight. The decision is to the 
effect that a common carrier refusing 
to receive freight is notliable to dam- 
age fesulting from the ravages of 
the weather, or it is the duty of the 
shipper to protect it properly, the 
carrier being liable for the reasonable 
expense therefor. It is further held 
that a railroad company is not liable 
forinjury to freight resulting from 
exposure to wind and rain in conse- 
quence of the company’s violation of 
its contract with the road over which 
the freight was shipped, to maintain

never at the close of the season’s op- 
erations yiela so large a harvest of 
lamp oil as a single foot of soil in a 
aingle day often gives in the Cas- 
pian petroleum region. And yet, 
though year after year the world is 
bled more and more for oil, the gen- 
eral supply shows no signs of serious 
diminution. On the contrary, the 
older fields are being enlarged, and 
new fields are being added, which do 
not meet the world’s growing demand 
for ail, but provide a large reserve 
for contingencies. The period for 
vegetable and animal oils—a period of 
dear and miserable illumiliation—is, 
in nearly all civilized countries, 4 
period that has practically passed 
away, and instead, the lighting of 
these countries is accomplished by 
oil from the extensive areas of fertile 
soil, once devoted to oil yielding 
seeds, can now be more usefully de- 
voted to wheat, and if the old fleet

mineral oil in lamps goes no further 
bace than the period of the American 
war.

Drake put down the first well in 1859, 
and now the world’s production is 
such that, if at the end of the year it 
were placed in the blue petroleum 
barrels familiar to everybody, and 

those barrels were laid end to end 
they would occupy a line more than 

10,000 miles, and stretch further than 
from New York to Pekin, via London, 
Moscow and Tobclsk. Truly a mar- 
velloous development in so short 
a time, and one that will stand 

comparison with that of the 
electric light. And yet it is

Vegetable Olis. 


Linseed Oil.—The principal topic 
under discussion during the week has 
been what will be the result of the 
meeting of the committee which has 
been held in this city, looking for- 
ward to a union with the Lead Trust. 
Late reports, however, say nothing 
will be done for the reason, so report- 
ed, that the ‘foil committee wanted 
the whole Earth.”” There has been 
the usual ae demand incident to 
this period of the year, which is sat- 
isfled at the regular price of 46c. It 
is intimated that an advance to 48c is 
not at ali unlikely to occur in the 
near future, should cake continue in 
its present weak and depressed con- 
dition. 

Cottonseed Oil.—The unsettled con- 
dition of the money market has been 
reflected to a considerable extent in 
the weakness of this article for prompt 
delivery. The near approach of the 
new year, and a desire on the part of 
holders who have favorable contracts 
to insure their profits before the old 
year expires. Then again receivers 
have been more inclined to sell from 
dock rather than incur the expense of 
storing to wait for better or take 
lower prices, as the case may be. 
All these things combined has 
had a weakening effect on values 
during the past few days. The fail- 
ure of some buyers to furnish tank 
ears to the mills in accordance with 
their contracts has led to several of 
them being cancelled, thus causing 
them to enter the market to secure 
their stock of crude to meet their 
daily wants. As the buyers of crude 
in this section are limited they, as a 
matter of course, are not  in- 
clined to be ver bullish. As 
long as the West is a free buyer 
of luose crude at the mills at 32c.there 
is not much probability of prices 
dropping much below present values. 
An offer of 36c has declined for 2,000 
bbls of prime crude for delivery as 
wanted, the seller not appearing very 
anxious to sell even at 37c. Exporters 
have released several lots of prime 
summer yellow at 384%@39c, they be- 
ing able to cover on the other side 
at better prices. The market closes 
rather easy with 35@35%c bid for 
prime crude and 36@37c asked. Sum 
mer yellow offered at 38% @39c with 38¢ 
bid. Several lots of choice butter 
oilas noted below have been taken 
for export at 42c. The sales which 
have come to the surface during the 
week have been as follows: 20 bbls off 
crude at 36%c; 350 bbls of prime crude 
at 37¢c; 250 bbls prime crude at 37c; 
100 bbls prime crude at 36c; 150 bbls 
prime crude at 36%c; 2Uu0 bbls prime 
crude at 36c; 350 bbls prime crude in 
lois at 36c; 2000 buls of prime crude 
in lots at 36@37c; 50 bbls prime crude 


at 36%c; 6500 bbls early in the 
week of prime summer yellow 


at4’c and 100 bbls do at 4icfob, 
*00 bbls prime summer yellow at 
394¢, 100 bbls do. at 394%4c, 500 bbls 
prime yellow at 39c and 1U0 bbls prime 
summer yellow at 38%c. 200 bbls 
chvuice butter oil for export at 42c, 300 
bbls do. and 400 bbls choice butter oil 
also for export at 42c, 100 bbls winter 
white at 46c, 60 bbis off white oil at 
40%c, and 100 bbls soap stock 











at 1%c. Mr. Geo. H. Williams, 
in his circular of this date, says: 
“It is being daily demonstrated that 
the winter packing of hogs will fall 
considerably short of last year; the 
receipts in Chicago indicate that the 
hogs are not in the country, if they 
were the present high prices ruling at 
western points would induce the 
farmers to send them to market. 
They do not eome forward, and this 
fact has advanced May lard from 
890@9 90c in a week. It is estimated 
that in the past three months there 
have been 200,000 000 pounds less of 
meats and lard packed than at the 
same time last year. This is having 
its effect on prices, and cotton- 
seed oil is supplying the shortage 
in lard. It is remarkable that tal- 
low has not sympathized, it has 
ruled weak in this and foreign mark- 
ets, and to day isonly 4c per hh above 
the figures of August; we think that 
this fact will have its effect on the 
price of cotton seed oil and that the 
extreme views of a great many holders 
will not be realized unless there is a 
decided improvement in the price of 
grease and tallow, in fact, it is possible 
that with the coming in of the new 
year the demand for cotton seed oil 
will fall off and the accumulations 
of some holders be forced on the 
market. Oil that has been sold for 
shipment to the Mediterranean is 
being resold in this city. England 
bas been supplying the requirements 
of Southern Europe at much lower 
prices, hence they do nut want our 
oil. but take their profit here, and 
buy in England at much lower 
prices. Even with this increased de- 
mand the price of oil in London has 
advanced only 6d per cwt. This mar- 
ket is showing signs of considerable 
weakness; sales of prime 8S. Y. have 
been made at 38%ce, at the close it is 
offered at 39c. Crude has been taken 
freely at 37c, but to-day has sald at 
36c and is offered at that price. Tal- 
— at 4%c, lard at 10 25c, meal at 
25 50.””

Petroleum in Upper Burma. 


Dr .Fritz Noetling, Geological Survey 
of India, has written & very: interest- 
ing account of the petroleum industry 
in Upper Burma during the past cen- 
tury. According to the summary 
given by the Calcutta Englishmen of 
this account, the earliest description 
Yeangyaung oil-fields which Dr. 
Noetling has been able to trace is in 
Captain’ George Baker’s Journal of an 
Embassy to the King of Burma in | 
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1759, but the reference in this case is 
very brief In 1782 Surgeon W. 
Hunter. of the Honourable East 
India Company, visited the oil-fields, 
but does not seem to have written 
anv detailed description. and it was 
left to Mr. Symes. in 1795, to publish 
to the world the first satisfactery ac- 
count of the wells. “The oil.” 
says Symes, ‘‘ls drawn up in an iron 
pot fastened to a rope passed, over a 
wooden cylinder, which revolves on 
an axis supported by two upright 
posts. When the pot is filled, two 
men take the rope by the end and 
cun down a declivity which is eut in 
the ground. to a distance equivalent 
to the depth of the well; tius, when 
they reach the end of the track, the 
pot is raised to its proper elevation: 
the contents, water and oil together, 
are then discharged into a_ cistern, 
and the water is afterwards drawn off 
through a hole in the bottom.’’Cap- 
tain Cox, who visited the oil fields in 
1797, publisned a long account of his 
journey inthe * Asiatic Reserches, ”’ 
while during the first half of the pre- 
sent century Crawford, Hanny, and 
McLeod added considerably to theac. 
counts of the two earlier travellers; 
but there appears to be a very wide 
divergence in the estimates formed by 
successive visitors of the number of 
wells actually in work. Dr. Noetling 
estimates that there are now 602 wells 
—an increase of 92 since 1888. These 
produce about 17.700 viss(viss is equi- 
valent to 3 3-5lbs,avoirdupois) per day, 
but there are, in Dr. Noetling s opin- 
ion, distinct signs of exhaustion. 
The fact that the aggregate produc. 
tion of the richer wells has fallen off, 
while that of the poorer ones has in- 
creased, although many new wells 
have been opened, is regarded as the 
surestindication of the approaching 
decline in the industry. The drilled 
wells worked by the Burma Oil Com- 
pany and the Burma Oil Syndicate 
have given very satisfactory results. 
In 1890 the total out-turn amounted 
to over 3,670,000 viss; but the rate of 
progress ‘during 1888, 1889, and 1890 
has not been maintained during the 
past two years. The histury of the 
industry shows that the production of 
the oil fields steadily increased from 
the beginning of the century till 
about 1873, when it began to decline, 
rising again in 1885, and coming 
practically to a standstill in 1891.

The past week has proved a disap- 
pointing one to many—bulls, bears, 
neral traders and producers; to the 
Bulls, owing to the failure of the mar- 
ket to respond to the features pre- 
sented by the pipe-line report, and 
because the monthly statement did 
not confirm the estimates of large 
decrease in stocks which had confi- 
dently been expected; to the bears, 
ecause lack of interest has pre- 

ented them from forcing a decline, 
nd because the field reports have not 

shown the increase in production 
which the incoming of new wells had 
warranted them in expecting; to the 
general trader because there has been 
even legs interest than heretofore and 
no developments to warrant them in 
expecting improvement in the near 
future, and to the producers because 
of the continued low price in the face 
of increasing strength of the statisti- 
cal situation and gradual decrease in 
production. Taken altogether, the 
week has been a bad one. On 
Monday only a single sale of 1,000 
bbls was effected and Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday passed 
without even doing that much. 
Four days of the week passed with 
only a single sale of 1,000 bbis. It 
could not have been much worse. It 
is high time that something was done 
to improve speculative trading. From 
being the principal speculative mar- 
ket for petroleum certificates New 
_York has degenerated to the tail 
end of the line of exchanges, 
Oil City now tuking first place, 
with Bradford second. While the 
variations in price have been 
somewhat wider these have been 
due simply to the course of theO1 
City market, which has governed the 
matket here, and in fact may be suid 

to have made the price, the changes 
on three days at least being made ac 
cording to the price at Oil City, nota 
sale being made hure to establish a 
price, and very few bids or offers to 
sell, The news from the fields has 
not been important. The McDonald 





field has shown’ the _ custo- 
maty changes, down one day 
acd up the next, but keep- 


ing near 20,000 barrels per day, 
The transactions during the past 
week show a decrease from those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 6,000 bbls against 35,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
af the local exchange amounted to 
8,000 bbls, against 16,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clear- 


ances reported for the Oil City ex-- 


change amounted to 940,000 bbls, 
against 844,000 bbls for the preceding 
week.

Recent Appraisers’ Decisions. 


CHARCOAL STICKS OR ‘‘FUSAINS’’ NOT 
CRAYONS, 


In the matter of the protests of F. 
Weber & Co. against the decision of 
the collector of customs at Philadel- 
delphia as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain charcoal 
in sticks, imported per Lord Gough, 
July 15, 1891; Indiana, July 23, 1891; 
British Princess, September 30, 1891 ; 
Ohio, January 19, 1892: Lord Olive, 
March 8, 1892, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Wil- 
kingon: 

“The goods are slender sticks of 
charcoal invoiced and known in trade 
as ‘fusains’ or ‘charcoals’ and com- 
monly used for drawing. 

“They were assessed with duty as 
crayons at 25 per cent, under para- 
graph 61, N. T., and are claimed to be 
exempt from duty as ‘charcoal,’ 
under paragraph 532, N. T. 

“In the catalogues of dealers in 
artists’ materials ‘crayons’ and ‘char- 
coals’ are listed under separate head 
ings, and the paper for one kind of 
drawing is enumerated as ‘crayon 
paper’ and for the other as ‘charcoal 
paper.’ 

“Dealers state that in a call for 
crayons of all kinds they would not 
exhibit charcoal sticks, although they 
— if acharcoal crayon were asked 
or. 

‘We find that the merchondise is 
charcoal and not crayons. We hold 
that it is not provided for in the 
paints and colors schedule, and is 
ow from duty under paragraph 

“The protests are sustained accord 
ingly.” 


March 2, 1892, and Santa Clara, March 
12, 1892, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

“The, merchandise is camphor in 
the form of a powder, except that the 
owder has gathered more or less 
nto lumps. It is invoiced as ‘refined 
flowers of camphor.’ It was assessed 
for duty as refined camphor at 4 
cents a pound, under paragraph 15, 
N. T., and is claimed to be exempt 
from duty as crude camphor under 
paragraph 327 (527). 

“We find upon the testimony of 
experts that: 

(1) The merchandise is not cam- 
phor, crude. 

*(2) It is refined camphor. 

“The decision of the collector is 
affirmed.” 





ISINGLASS—CERTAIN FISH BLADDERS NOT. 


In the matter of the protest of 
Schering & Glatz, against the decis- 
ion of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certuin fish 
bladders, imported per Suevia, June 
2, 1891, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson : 

“The goods in case 478 are fish 
bladders, split and dried. They differ 
from those cuvered by our decision, 
G. A. 338, inasmuch as tbe articles 
named in the decision had been 
cleaned, bleached and pressed, and 
were commercially known as leaf 
isiuglass. In the present case the 
bladders are in a crude condition, and 
we tind they are not isinglass. 

“The claim for exemption from 
duty under paragraph 5v7,N. T., is 
sustained. 

‘The importers abaudoned the pro- 
test as to cases 475-7, and the decision 
of the collector as to them is 
affirmed.”’

If we take into ac- 
count the shipments from San Jose, 
that is, from the New Almaden mine, 
it will be found that production and 
shipments have seen treading pretty 
closely on each other's heels, from 
this puint of view the year has seen @ 
good one in the article of quicksilver, 
though prices might indeed have 
been better. 

To diverge from the subject of 
quicksilver, I may inform your 
readers that a paint mine has been 
discovered at Healdsburg, Sonona 
county, and that the work of develop- 
ment will be prosecuted during tne 
winter three hundred feet from where 
the tunnel had been started. The 
ore bed shows on the surface a width 
of ninety-six feet. Reduction works 
will be erected at Healdsburg or near 
the mine. 

For the greater part of its history 
California has imported its sulphur 
from Japan or even far off sicily. 
Not that California lacked deposits 
on the article but that after year’s of 
trial it was found much cheaper for 
our manufacturers of acids and those 
who prepare sulphur for vineyards 
and fruit orchards to use the foreign 

- article. Now, however, the sulphur 
resources of Kern county are attract 
ing considerable attention and an at. 
te:opt will be made to utilize them. 
The largest a d best are found at 
Hazletun. Here; it is said, thore are 
such large quantities that the erec- 
tion of a plaut will be warranted. 
As there are about fifteen thousand 
tons used every year in the state it is 
evident that there is room enough 
for ailthe sulphur that can be pro- 
duced in this state for a long time to 
come.

The Petroleum Industry in Russia, 


The Journal de St. Petersbourg says 
that one of the questions now occupy- 
ing the attention ofthe press in Russia 
is the crisis which has supervened in 
the petroleum industry of that coun- 
try. In 1891 there were at Baku 
seventy-seven companies for the ex- 
traction of naphtha. The production 
was 288,500,000 pouds (poud=36 bbs. 
avoirdupois,) extracted with the aid 
of 6,000 permanent workmen, without 
counting day laborers. Comparing 
the results of last year with those of 
the preceding year, it is remarked 
that in 1591 there were obtained 48,- 
000,000 pouds more naphtha than in 
1890, which is equivalent to an in- 
crease of 21 percent. This increased 
yield does not arise from the increuse 
in the natural wealth of the soil, but 
from the large number of new wells 
which have been opened at great ex 
pense. Cortain fissures correspond to 
springs sorich in naphtha that tue 
liquid bursts out from the soil. But 


this is only exceptional and in the 
majority of cases recourse is obliged 
to be had to mechanical means t> ex- 
tract it from the fissures. The num 

ber of naphtha fountains diminishes 
each year; in 1887 they formed 42 per 
cent. of the total production; in 1888 
this figure was reduced to 40 per cent. 
and it fell to 22 per cent. in the course 
of the two following years. In 1891 
the fountains only gave 39,000,000 
= or 14 percent. of the general 
total. 

Although this considerable diminu- 
tion in the yield of the fountains in- 
dicates that the extraction uf naphtha 
will meet with greater difficulties, the 
Revue (a report issued by the Associa- 
tion of Russian Naphtha Producers) 
looks upon this phenomenon with 
satisfaction, for, thanks to it, a cer- 
tain equilibrium in the extraction of 
naphtha may be hoped for. At pres- 
ent the annual production of the wells 
varies to the degree that the results 
of some often exceed fifty and sixty 
times the quantity of naphtha ex- 
tracted in the adjacent wells, and this 
immense difference in the natura! 
conditions of production generally 
acquires some significance in the 
yeais of over-production, as was the 
case at Baku last year. In these con- 
ditions there is but little question of 
regulating the production by the aid 
of an agreement between the owners 
of the springs. At the end of 1891, 
for example, prices fell to 14% copecks 
per poud of naphtha, that is to say, to 
a rate less than the average cost of ex- 
traction, and, notwithstanding this, 
certain producers have realised large 
protits owing to the exceptional 
richness of their wells. 

The-Revue mentioned above divides 
the producers of naphtha into several 
groups; the first, which it calls “the 
permarent beneficiaries of naphtha 
production,” possess the best lands, 
where each new well yields two or 
three million pouds per annum. The 
latter do not think of extending their 
operations, being contented with 
what few million pouds they get for 
almost nothing (with the exception of 
one copeck per poud). In proximity 
to these jarge companies some small 
producers, having accidentally dis- 
covered a rich fountain or a naphtha 
well, come and establish themselves. 
Up to 30 per cent. of the total supply 
passes through the hands of these 
permanent or temporary beneficiaries. 
The second group, which forms the 
business centre, consists of a fea 
large houses who obtain 50 per cent. 
of the total naphtha. Being given 
the dimensions of their production, 
even the discovery of new fountains 
has no influence on the price of pro 
duction. which falls but little below 
two copecks per poud. ‘The worst 
conditions are those of the third group 
of operators, who have not discovered 
wells sufficiently rich in naphtha. 

Prices have undergone marked fluc 
tuations during the last ten years. by 






























reason of a large diminution in pro. 
duction, prices rose considerably in 
the summer of 1890, and reached 
eight or nine copecks per poud; but 
the following autumn a reaction set 
in, and the prices were reduced to 
four or five copecks towards the end 
of the year. The following year this 
tendency became more marked, so 
that the average price of naphtha in 
1891 was 2 1-5 copecks. Notwithstand 
ing the evidence of over production, 
digging operations, far from dimin- 
ishing, were largely extended in 1891. 
In 1889, 6,500 sagenes (sagene=6 feet) 
were dug; in 1890, 15,000 sagenes ; and 
in 1891, 20,000 sagenes. This activity 
| was kept up until July, 1891, after 
which it somewhat subsided. The ex- 
pensos incurred in connection with 
these works last year are estimated at 
four millions of roubles. Such acon. 
siderable expenditure can only render 
very critical the position of several 
companies, in presence of the large 
drop in prices. Under the influence 
of the depreciation of naphtha and 
petroleum the general results for 1891 
have been very insufficient in the in- 
dustiial district of Baku. The aver- 
age profits have sufficed neither to 
pay the interest nor to cover ex- 
penses. Taking into consideration 
the very unequal distribution of the 
losses between the manufacturers, it 
is seen that a number of the latter 
have suffered very severely.

London.—During the month now 
drawn to a close, this market has had 
an inactive appearance, and prices 
have slided backward: for nearly all 
descriptions. The principal reason 
for this rearward movement has been 
the breakup of the ‘‘importers’ 
union,’”’ noticed @ short time ago, 
which has been followed by a sudden 
increase in the arrivals generally, 
totalling up to 288,000 bbls into the 
United Kingdom for November alone;

Quite alarge 
number of woods, while not actually 
in active demand, are the subject of 
considerable attention, not only 
speculatively inclined parties show- 
ing much interest in them but con- 
sumers manifesting a disposition to 
secure supplies before prices shall 
further advance. In our editorial 
columns the situation is considered 
at length. The features of the week 
have been the reaction in opium and 
quinine, the further advance in alco- 
hol, and the reported completion of 
the European coal tar manufacturers’ 
pool. The latter has affected the 
market for carbolic and benzoic acids, 
both of which are likely to advance 
at an early day, following the course 
of prices on the other side. The're- 
ported outbreak of cholera in Ham- 
burg ,has re-awakened the fears 
of importers that trade with 
that city will be greatly curtailed, if 
not entirely suspended, next year. 
The news has had the effect of in- 
creasing the firmness in all lines of

It is thought 
that the threat of a monopoly in 
opium is kept alive simply to cause a 
boom in that article.

The Trust price 
at this writing is $254 per running 
gallon for10 bbllots and $2 566@2 58 
for smaller quantities less the usual 
rebate of 7c per proof gallon. The in- 
dependent sellers are quoting $2 43 
net for 10 bbl lots and $2 45@2 50 for 
smaller quantities. 

Wood Alcohol.—The price has not 
been changed, but in view of fact that 
nothing is offered for delivery beyond 
this month, it is believed that an early 
advance will be made. Present quo- 
tations are $1 30 for 559%, $1 35 for 97% 
and $1 40@1 60 as to quality for puri- 
fled, less 2% for 5 bbls or over. 

Alcoholic Preparations. — As fore- 
shadowed in our last. prices have 
been advanced for all of the alcoholic 
preparations. Sulphuric ether has 
been raised to 68@71lc as to quality, 
and spirits of niter to 44c. 

Benzoic Acid.--Owing to the re- 
ported combination of coal tar manu- 
facturers on the other side, the mar- 
ket is firmer, though spot prices have 
not yet been altered. 

Borax.—There is a moderate de- 
mand at previous prices. We quote 
California refined at 8@8%c and extra 
concentrated at 74%@8c as to quantity. 

Cacao Butier.—There is very littie 
doing on the spot and the market re- 
mains easy at 29@30c for bulk as to 
quantity. 

«Carbolic Acid.—News was received 
here by cable on Friday afternoon 
that the foreign markets were active 
and excited in consequence of the re. 
orted outbreak of cholera in Ham- 
urg and the fact that the coal tar 
Manufacturers pool had been com. 
pleted. While as yet there is no im- 
provement in prices here, the market 
is decidedly firmer, and there has 
been some very free buying. We 
hear of 50 tons, in drums at prices not 
made public, and further business 
has been done, the particulars of 
which could not be ascertained, 

Chloral Hydraie.—No further de- 
tails concerning the combination of 
mannfacturers which was formed a 
week ago, have been received here. 
The market remains firm at the late 
advance, crusts being quoted at $1 in 
bulk and crystals at $1 05. 

Cod Liver Oil.—Little interest is 
manifested by buyers, and prices are 
more or less nominal at $23 50@25 for 
Lofoten and $22@23 for Finmarken, 
sales of 40 barrels of the latter being 
reported at the inside price. 

Ergot.—It is reported that the de- 
sired effect of the bearish influence 
heretofore exerted having been ac- 
complished, a better feeling prevails 
in this market. There has been more 
inquiry and itis reported that a con- 
siderable business has -been done. 
Reports from Hamburg by cable say 
that that market has further ad- 
vanced, owing to the small crops. 
The quotations here are 424%(w45c for 
German and 50@55c for Spanish. 

Hops.—The market is dull. but 
prices are quite steady, choice 1892 
crop being held at 22@23c, medium 
prime at 20@22c. and State 1891 hops 
at a range of 17@22c, as to quality. 

Lupulin.—Stocks of both American 
and German have been reduced 
to very small proportions. Early 
in the week a sale of 1,000 lbs German 
was reported at77%c, but since then 
business has been done in a limited 
way on account of the _ restricted 
offerings, at $1 30@1 50,nothing being 
now obtainable below the outside 
price.

Aniline Salts.—The coal tar manu- 
facturers’ pool having been consum- 
mated, prices have advanced \e, and 
the tendency is still upward, the 
probability being that they will reach 
a much higher tigure during the next 
week. We now quote at 13%e. 

Aniline Oil.—'This in conjunction 
with the salts has also advanced; the 
price is quoted at 14c, being an ad- 
vance over the former price of 1c. 
The prices having been very lowfor a 
long period will probably, before the 
end of the year, be materially ud- 
vanced. 


Bichromate of Potash.—As last re 
ported this market shows no tendency 
to improve, and potash remains as 
last quoted, the current range being

Culch. — The market is much 
stronger.
